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1949 All-America Cats Announced; 
National Cat Week Seals Now Available 


With this issue, CATS MAGAZINE presents the An- 
nual All American Cats, bringing forth the outstanding 
aristocrats of the Show Ring in America for the Season of 
1948-49, in each breed, color and sex classification of the 
three divisions. 

This is the Third Annual selection, and is perhaps, the 
greatest array of thoroughbreds ever presented because 
this year, the point scale was raised in the qualifying 
rounds of the Sectionals, and doubled for places in the 
final All America lineup. To qualify for All American, a 
candidate for 1949 was required to accumulate at least 
50 points. 

Because of the illness of one member of the All 
America Cat Board, plus the slowness of several Show 
Managers to forward properly marked catalogs, Sectional 
results were not known until press time. Owners of win- 
ning cats therefore did not know that their candidates had 
won until they had seen the Sectional listings. 

Thirteen states are represented in the 1949 All America 
Cat listing headed by California which captured six places. 
Missouri, which heretofore has carried off the majority of 
wins is in the runnerup slot with four; Illinois scored 
three times. Tennessee, Massachusetts, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio and Connecticut, each landed a pair of entries, 
while New Hampshire, Virginia, New Jersey nad New 
York placed with one claimant. 

Mrs. R. H. Hecht of Normandy, Missouri, who has 
polled the most All American Cats in each of the previous 
years the rankings have been established, topped the 
owners again this year with four placings. 

The quest for 1950 All American cat honors is already 
underway. Four shows have already been held starting with 
the exhibition staged at Bellflower, California on August 7, 
followed by events at Toronto and Vancouver, Canada and 
Minneapolis. 

The 1949 lineup of All American Cats are not the 
personal choices of the publisher of CATS MAGAZINE. 
The ranking are determined by a mathematical system 
applied to the results of all shows held in the United 
States and Canada under sanction of a registry association. 
There may be better cats than those in the Third Annual 
All America listing, but their failure to be included, is the 
result of lack of sufficient competition in their own classes 
to justify being selected. 

This year marks the first time that a cat club or 
society has recognized the merits of the selections. The 
Solid Red & Tortie Society, an A. C. A. affiliate, will 
present trophy awards to the owners of the Solid Red Male, 
the Solid Red Female and the Tortoiseshell. It is hoped 
that other organizations, bent upon advancing the interest 
in breeding and producing outstanding stock of a particular 
color classification, will follow the lead taken by the 
Solid Red & Tortie Society. 

Grand finale of the 1948-49 All American Cats is the 
naming of the All American Cat of the Year. This is the 
Cat which has garnered the most points in competition 
during the 1948-49 season. 


In 1947, Wimauma Masterpiece, a Blue male, owned by 
a California exhibitor was Cat of the Year. In 1948, Pearl 
Harbor Yank, owned by a Tennessee breeder carried off 
this top title of the Cat Fancy. Incidentally, both winners 
were New England-bred. 

Who will win the 1949 Cat of the Year title? Will the 
Cat be a Blue male, bred in New England? Will it be a 
Shorthair, a Silver or a Red? Study carefully the 1949 
lineup and make a selection. The cat natually appears in 
the list.

It is inevit- 
able that a certain number of individ- 
uals, inexperienced in club matters, 
will find themselves elected to the 
presidency of their club. SOMEONE 
has to be president and it is natural 
to bestow this honor on the one who 
best understands the ways of the Cat 
Fancy, or the one whose initiative 
brought the club into being. Naturally, 
a good working knowledge of the Fan- 
cy is important to a club president, 
but important too, is an official man- 
ner. The former, because it is so in- 
volved, takes a considerable amount 
of time to acquire, but here are a few 
suggestions that might help on the 
latter and possibly make the difference 
between a blundering president and a 
confident one. 


1. Do and say, “the kindest thing

An appointed lead- 
er is expected to be courteous, tactful 
and friendly. Graciously welcome new 
members to the club, or members who 
art rarely able to attend the meetings. 
Display an efficiency in presiding that 
will win the admiration and respect of 
the members. 

2. Keep the meeting going. Plan the 
handling of each item on the program 
in advance of the meeting, if possible, 
in order to prevent distracting inter- 
ludes. Read up on parliamentary pro- 
cedure in order to be familiar with its 
fundamentals. Reference books can 
usually be found in public libraries. 

3. When faced with a seemingly in- 
surmountable task, appeal to the co- 
operative spirit of the members. En- 
thusiasm is contagious and if one 
feels the thing to be done, more and 
more will offer help. 

4. Be fair. Do not expect others to 
do things you would not do yourself. 

5. Do not be dictatorial. Present 
tentative plans and call for suggestions 
from those present. Do not permit a 
strong-willed member to ride rough- 
shod over the feelings of the others. 
In case of argument, bring out the 
best profits of the various plans and 
if at all possible, delay a final decision 
until the next meeting. If that is im- 
possible, allow a cooling off period. 

6. Oil of praise makes club wheels 
run smoothly. Use plenty of it. Praise 
the ideas and work of club members, 
not personally, but before the full club 
assembly. Each member has some abil- 
ity, large or small, that makes him an 
asset to the club. 

7. When obliged to appoint a com- 
mittee, study well the ones that are 
to work together. A person of responsi- 
bility and initiative should be chair- 
man. Some one full of ideas or of artis- 
tic talent should also be included. 
Congenial personalities working togeth- 
er can do more for a club than a dozen 
units working aganist each other. 
Smooth functioning is an absolute ne- 
cessity if one is not to give up in dis- 
gust. 

8. Be cheerful and even-tempered. 
When the fur flies, as it is bound to 
at times, an unruffled exterior will 
do more toward creating order than 
anything else. Do not be too obvious 
about taking sides. 

9. Enjoy your club. When the meet- 
ing is over, forget you are president 
and during the social hour following 
converse with the others on a mem- 
ber-to-member basis. Those that try 
to be Mrs. Officious ALL the time do 
not hold office very long. 

10. Above all, do not let the new 
title go to your head. The descent is 
often much faster than the climb. 
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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 8 
BY CHARLES A. KENNY

Between January 1 and April 1, 
1905, a cat show was held in Albany, 
New York. 

It was a most important cat show, 
but for some strange reason, the re- 
sults failed to stir up the interest and 
imagination of the cat magazine edi- 
tors. 

Details of this cat show were pub- 
lished in the form of a critique and 
are found on Page 6 and 7 of the 
April 1905 issue of “The Cat Review.” 
Perhaps it was only because the crit- 
ique was written and signed by Mrs. 
E. N. Barker, judge of the show, that 
space was granted it. Mrs. Barker was 
the top-ranking writer and judge at the 
turn of the Century, and her name 
was the authority of the day. 

Unfortunately, the date of this Al- 
bany show is not indicated in the crit- 
ique; nor is it found in any previous 
or following issues of “The Cat Re- 
view” or any other cat publications, 
available to the writer. 

The show was held in 1905 and 
reference is made to this champion- 
ship exhibition in the prize listings 
published in the Beresford Cat Club 
Stud Book & Register (Vol. 4), the 
American Cat Association Stud Book 
(Vol. 1), and the Stud Book and 
Register of the Cat Fancier’s Associa- 
tion (Vol. 1). 

Why is this Albany cat show so 
important?

cat is not listed in the stud registers, 
nor does his name appear in any cat 
magazines or books. 


Thus, a very important and a very 
famous cat is only a name in a cat 
show report. All else is forgotten. 


The introduction of the Barker crit-- 
ique records that the Albany show 
was produced by a Mr. and Mrs. 
Fairchild with the assistance of “sev- 
eral young ladies interested in library 
work.” Manager was Mrs. E. L. Brace 
of Rochester, N. Y., who later founded 
“The Cat Courier;” and in her own 
right was an outstanding judge. Pro- 
ceeds of the show were applied to the 
library fund of Mt. Holyoke Acadmey. 
The show attracted 110 competing ex- 
hibits and 25 others were turned back 
either because of lack of space or 
late receipt of entry blanks. Present, 
however, were many of the top ranking 
show cats of the day from the East 
and Midwest, including champions. 

Among the headliners were Crystal 
Hon. Peter Sterling, a Blue-Eye White 
male; Ch. Bitterne Chiffon, Silver fe- 
male; Cigarette, Smoke male, Ch. Cu- 
sic Wolverine, Red Tabby male; Ch. 
Cusic King Ferdinand, Brown Tabby 
male; Ch. Blue Jacket Malta, one of 
the very first domestic short hair

champions in America, a Blue; and 
Franciscan T. J., Silver male. 

This was a powerful array of show 
talent for Black Peter to stack up 
against in the show ring for the title 
of Best Cat in the Show. 

As a matter of record and of inter- 
est, the following is reprinted from 
the critique by Mrs. E. N. Barker, 
the judge: 

“When it came to selecting a cat for 
best in the show, it lay beween Black 
Peter, the black short-hair male; the 
tabby kitten, Dido; Bitterne Chiffon, 
the silver; and the brown tabby, Chif- 
fon. The cat to win special for best in 
the show must be at the top of its 
form. The black short-hair got the 
verdict because I could take off only 
two or three points for color of eyes, 
which were not quite deep enough; 
but he was beautiful in head and 
shape, was coal black all over, had a 
perfect coat with lots of quality, and 
was in very high condition . ,. . Chiffon 
won the special for best long haired 
female.”

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In a recent issue of “The Veterinary 
Journal” a report was made of the dis- 
covery of flukes in a cat which caused 
its death. Most of us think of the 
word “fluke” as applied to sports 
events. In Webster’s Dictionary one 
definition is that of “an accidentally 
successful stroke at billiards or pool; 
hence any accidental or unexpected 
advantage; as, he won by a FLUKE.” 
In Medical Terminology the word ap- 
plies to a class of flat worms, 

Tape worms, as you probably know, 
are made up of a very large number of 
segments which are jointed chainlike 
to a very tiny head. Flukes are non- 
segmented and are shaped like a leaf. 
These have marked contractile action 
and when seen are continually in mo- 
tion. There are many varieties of 
flukes, affecting not only Man, but 
also animals such as cattle, swine and 
they are especially destructive in 
sheep. In the latter, flukes cause a 
disease known as “rot.” At one time 
this threatened to destroy great num- 
bers of the worlds’ sheep herds. 

The life history of the fluke is very 
interesting. In sheep we find that if 
the eggs happen to reach water they 
develop into free swimming organisms 
which penetrate certain species of 
water snails. There they develop and 
in another form attach themselves to 
grasses at the side of the lake or 
pond. Other sheep grazing on this

grass swallow the small immature 
fluke and the worm thus gets into the 
digestive tract and liver of the sheep. 

Cats become infected with flukes by 
foraging for food in ponds or streams 
where fish are infected with an organ- 
ism earlier developing in water snails 
and when the cat eats the raw fish 
thus infected he gets the fluke. For- 
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tunately for cat owners such a dis- 
ease is very uncommon, especially in 
cattery and city bred cats. There is 
probably no cure, because by the time 
the presence of the disease is dis- 
covered the cat is probably beyond ef- 
fectvie aid. 

Prevention is quite certain and the 
effective method is to destroy the snail 
population by either draining the small 
ponds or lakes or treating the water 
with copper sulphate in dilution of 1 
to 5,000,000 or by the use of am- 
monium sulphate. It also seems wise 
to feed cats cooked fish only, and by 
so doing insure the destruction of 
flukes that might be present in the 
fresh fish.

MY WIFE’S LOVER

Sixty years or more ago a Cali- 
fornia millionairess, Mrs. Kate John- 
son of San Francisco, engaged a noted 
artist, Carl Kahler, to paint a por- 
trait of some of her 350 Angora cats. 
For three years Mr. Kahler sketched 
among the cats at her residence before 
commencing MY WIFE’S LOVERS, 
which was to become internationally 
known as “the world’s greatest paint- 
ing of cats,” a canvas 6’ x 8%’, on 
which he portrayed 42 of the aristo- 
crats of catdom. 

Years later the painting, having 
survived the earthquake of 1906, reach- 
ed the Piedmont Art Gallery, and when 
this ceased operation the exhibits were 
disposed of at auction. As late as 1946, 
when the present writer began the 
search for the whereabouts of MY 
WIFE'S LOVERS, no art gallery, mu- 
seum or public library in Oakland or 
San Francisco could state what be- 
came of the painting. In 1934 copy- 
righted color prints of it were sold by 
a New York concern which went out 
of business soon after and its suc- 
cessors to the copyright could not be 
ascertained. Carl Kahler, who lived in 
New York in his later years, had died, 
as had also his most intimate friend 
in the east. The interest of the noted 
cat lover, Dr. Guy Bogart of Beau- 
mont (Calif.) was enlisted in 1949,

Of course the Boston Weather Bu- 
reau denies this, despite Paul’s claims. 
So does Dr. Malcolin Carsley of the 
Animal Rescue League in Boston. 


The whole thing got started when 
Mr. Paul passed on this feline fact to 
The Boston Globe, suggesting that the 
Weather Bureau officials in Boston 
might do well to observe cats before 
they prepare their daily forecast. 

“Here I am sitting watching my cat, 
Blackie, washing his face with his left 
paw. To me that is a sign there’s 
going to be a change in the weather. 
Many cat lovers would like to know 
this and maybe the weather man could 
get some information from this 
source,” he wrote. 


Mr. Paul, who is 51 years old, also 
revealed that ever since he was a 
child he has been observing cats and 
their antics, and the one thing above 
all else he noticed is that whenever 
a cat washes its face with its left 
paw—watch out!—the weather is go- 
ing to change. 

Mr. Paul was emphatic in stating 
that the weather change does not take 
place if the cat washes with the right 
paw! 

Naturally, The Globe city desk 
sprang into action with this revealing 
letter and sent reporters dashing mad- 
ly throughout Boston to observe cats 
pawing their faces and checking the 
heavens at the same time. Of course 
one of the reporters called on the 
District Forecaster at the East Boston 
Weather Station, who stated that 
“There is no scientific foundation for 
such a statement,” and that as far as 
he is concerned, the station will stick 
to charts until something better comes 
along to replace them. 

“It is safe to say that in Boston, all 
you have to do is wait about 12 hours
